Fish will be sent in cans which are furnished at cost (25c to 50c) ; for larger orders of fifty or more, cans 
are loaned without charge, but they must be returned immediately by prepaid express (20c per can from 
anywhere in the United States). Each returnable shipping can holds an average of about fifty fish 

and the gross weight is about 40 pounds. 

Shipping season for fish: Goldfish may be shipped safely except in extremely hot weather. Tropical 
fishes are best sent during the warm months, but we have been successful in shipping them in all but 
the coldest winter weather. 


ADJUSTMENTS: Although in practically all cases we ship successfully to all parts of the United States, 


losses will occur at times. Once the fish are delivered to the express company, we have no way of con- 
trolling conditions thereafter. We shall, however, make liberal adjustments 


upon receipt of a Bad Order Report filled out completely by the Railway Express Agency. Any claim 
should be promptly filled out upon receipt of the merchandise. 

PERISHABLE OR FRAGILE GOODS will be sent by express. Light or small articles 

may be sent by parcel post. Heavy or Bulky Goods which do not require immediate 

delivery will be sent by freight to reduce transportation charges.

HOW TO PLANT WATER LILIES  Weter Lilies are easily grown, even by those who have had no previous ex- 


perience. For best conditions, a pool about 24 inches deep will give ample 
planting room, allowing at least one cubic foot of soil for each bulb, and 8 to 12 inches of water space for the leaves to spread out. 
For satisfactory growth, boxes or pots must be large enough to provide plenty of room for the massy roots. An ideal size is from 12 
to 24 inches across. The best soil consists of a mixture of three perts of rich garden soil to one part of well rotted cow manure. If 
sheep manure is used, one part of sheep manure to ten parts of rich garden soil. After the lily bulb is planted, a layer of clean river 
gravel should cover all pots or boxes to prevent the soil from being stirred up. In setting the box into the pool, it is not necessary 
to drain the pool. Simply set the lily box slowly to the bottom of the pool and before long the leaves will gradually appear to the 
surface. If the pool is constructed too deep, an inverted pot or pedestal will bring the lily box closer to the surface. And finally,
